‘The Manchester Guardian has for some time 
past had a team of scientists and engineers work- 


‘|-ing secretly on a new method of publishing in two 


cities which may revolutionise the newspaper in- 


dustry. 


The 131-year- -old newspaper, making a bold 


‘bid to win a bigger national circulation against 
the competition of the bigger London dailies, plans 
_to publish an edition in London i in the next three 


or four years. 


But It will not do so’ by the 
orthodox, costly method of dupli- 
cating a complete newspaper 
office, complete with printing 
plant in the capital. - The 
Guardian, with a present daily 
circulation of only sbout 130, 
000 copies, admits that. this is 
beyond ‘its resources. 

Instead, the newspaper, which 
only last September. started 
publishing néws instead of ad- 
vertisements on its front page, 
will harness modem imventions, 
using photographie‘ transmission, 
and, lithograph printing. 

The paper will go to press in 
Manchester each evening in the 
ordinary way, A good proof 
will be pulled off cach pare and 
transmitted photographically .to 
London, 180 miles away, 

There, the film of cach page 
will ‘be turned into a plate for 
Uthographic printing. By this 
means almost perfect copies. of 
the paper will be -distributed in 
London and Southern England 
three and a half hours’ earlier 
than the Guardian’ can at pre- 
gent get copies there, *. 

1-— Investigations —- and -..- experi- 
ments to achieve this novel 
method of two-city publishing 
have been In progress for three 
years. 

STILL SECRET 


But the Guardian is only now 
in a position to place orders for 
the necessary machinery, which 
will take a considerable time to 
deliver, so the project will not 
start running for three or four 
years yet, 

Apart from a bare outline of 
the scheme, circulated to’ the 
Guardian's staff, the’ newspaper 
has not disclosed so far tho 
technical processes which will 
be, involved. ' The fact that 
scientists and engineers : have 
been working so Jong om the 
project suggests to experts that 
the Guerdian . may have 
plonecred improvements on the 
existing methods ty trans- 
mitting photographs_ wire 
over long distances. 

One slight clue ts that the 
time-lag between the ten-page 
Guardian going press in
